Bob Hume announced that we have a new DX callbook. We also have a West/Coast Repeater 
Log. 

Vic Musil resigned as Field Day chairman; Gery Komatsu will fill in temporarily. 

Swapmeet manager Bill Schreck would like to have a co-manager to help out. He feels he is 
burning out and would appreciate assistance for future events. He must also be out of town 
for the May 31 weekend, and thus cannot manage that Swapmeet. Fred Garrett mentioned the 
possibility of contacting a catering truck and finding out what they would pay to service the 
swapmeet. Schreck will chair the June Swapmeet, which is on Field Day.

The question on insurance for the 15 handhelds remains unresolved. Gary Komatsu recom- 
mended insuring them via the ARRL, which would cost $30.

Bobbie Love (of Personnel Services) came up with some interesting tidbits: 1956 editions of the 
RevieW--the newsletter of what was then the Ramo-Wooldridge Corporation. Many thanks to 
Bobbie for her help with our roots.

That August, it was reported that these intrepid amateurs participated in a Civil Defense 
event called "Operation Alert," keeping "all emergency communications operating to speed 
rescue work and get the city quickly back on its feet."

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SO WHAT ARE YOU GOING TO DO ABOUT IT?--Phyllis Gilmore, KE6TC, editor 

I've got proof that some folks pay attention to letters. In the last couple of months, I've 
written three amateur-radio related letters, and all three of them have been published. One of 
them is in the May 1982 issue of Ham Radio Magazine, on page 8. The others appeared in my 
local newspaper and Oklahoma's Collector and Emitter newsletter (front cover, too). 

Every month QST lists the dockets and requests for rulemaking that are before the FCC. I was 
among the many hams who wrote to the FCC against the "plain language proposal"--and you 
know what?--it was dropped. Scan those proposals, and see if there is anything else you'd like 
to either be dropped or adopted. The FCC will never know how you feel unless you tell them. 
You can also make such petitions on your own. If you take a look at the listed petitioners, and 
you'll see that a lot of them are fellow amateurs, not organizations or corporations. 


HOW TO WRITE TO THE FCC 


Your comments can be "official" (in which case you should send 7 copies to the FCC), or 
simply a letter expressing support or objection. You must also send a copy to the official 
petitioner (i.e., if it's the ARRL's idea, you have to send the ARRL a copy of your letter, too). 
You must then attach an statement to the FCC's copy verifying that you have done this--and 
you must sign it. Depending on how important you think the issue is, you might consider also 
sending copies to your congressmen, senators, and even local officials. 

Here are some other suggestions, courtesy of HR Report and ARRL sources: 

1. Be as brief as possible and still make your point. Keep it unemotional; name calling has a 
negative effect. Be sure to support your statements, don't just make assertions. 

2. Make it neat--if practical, typewritten and double spaced. Make sure that there is at least 
a one inch margin on all sides, since the comments may be bound together with others. You 
can use the back of the sheet, too, if you keep to this. If you use more than one sheet, staple 
them together. 

3. You can use the following suggested format:

COMMENTS 


SUMMARY. (Optional, but recommended for long filings.) 

GENERAL COMMENTS. (This is the place to list general pros & cons you won't discuss later, 
& general points. You might like to mention any special qualifications you have. You might 
also like to cite some good things the FCC has done, to inspire an atmosphere of fairness.) 
WITH RESPECT TO - (One such paragraph for each topic you want to tear into. 
Titles will help different readers with different expertise find the info they want in your 
comments. You're more likely to be heard where it counts.
